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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the opening (17) in the 
sidewall of the distal end of the metering tube (7) distal wall must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). As it stands, the numeration 917) points to a 
likely location of the opening, but no interruption of the cross sectioning of the sidewall 
is shown. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Objections 

Claims 5-9, and 13-15 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the 
claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The 
claims are in improper dependant form, and will not be examined until amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
This claim is an omnibus type claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, and 10-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent Application Publication No. US 2004/0035421 A1 to Von Schuckmann. 
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Regarding claim 1 , Schuckmann discloses a dosing device having a housing, 
metering tube (16), the metering tube having an access opening (19) from the interior, 
the housing having a chamber (1) to hold medicament, where the metering tube 
extends to as dispensing position and the access opening is in communication with the 
chamber when the metering tube is filling. As per claim 2, the dosing device has a 
piston (36) for drawing medicament into the metering tube. As per claim 3, the stroke of 
the piston is fixed (@37). As per claim 4, a member (at (37)) limits the displacement of 
the piston in one direction As per claims 10-12, by all accounts; the piston retracts the 
metering tube with itself, thus drawing medicament from the chamber, and then extends 
the tube to a dispensing position and before expelling the medicament.
